The game should draw 
a good house on its merits; while it is due 
to the Grads that Edmonton turn out in 
force and thus demonstrate that they 
start another season with the loyal back- 
ing of the people of the home town to 
which they have brought such a large 
measure of distinction, 


A critic of Mussolini, who finds it ad- 
visable to reside outside Italy, took a shot 
at the Italian Crown Prince in Brussels, 
Luckily he missed him. His bad marks- 
manship may have been worth a good 
deal to the world. A better-aimed shot, 
fired by an Austrian subject at the Aus- 
trian Crown Prince, started the world 
war. Europe has changed a good deal 
since then, in forms and ceremonies, That 
it has changed much in the element that 
causes war—human nature—is to be 
loubted. It is still a continent where in- 
ternational peace may be shattered by the 
dullet of an assassin. 


A POSSIBLE PRECEDENT 


Liverpoo! finds itself in the peculiar 
position that the four recognized parties 
in the municipal political field cannot 
agree upon a successor to the present 
mayor. As the custom there is to return 
that official by acclamation, the present 
incumbent may be asked to hold down the 
job for another year, and thus avert a 
free-for-all scramble. 

Edmonton might take a tip from its 
oversea contemporary. If the C. G. A. 
and Labor parties do not feel that they 
have candidates whom they want to run 
as champions of distinctive policies, they 
might agree to ask Mayor Bury to serve 
for another term. There would be no par- 
ticular gain in pitting men against each 
other for the mayoralty simply to have a 
fight. And neither party seems to have 
much fault to find with Mayor Bury. 


PRACTICE TEACHING 


The Calgary school board is to serve 
notice on the department of education 
that after the close of the present year 
the present system of practice teaching in 
the schools of that city will have to 
cease, The board offers to make provision 
next year of a sufficient number of rooms 
in which the normal students will be al- 
lowed to do their practice teaching, pro- 
vided the department will make a special 
grant to the teachers concerned, But the 
custom of sending students into schools 
all over the city, with no remuneration to 
the teachers, is to end with June next. 

The situation in Edmonton being simi- 
lar, the board here might adopt a like 
course. It is notable that while in Edmon- 
ton it is the teachers who are objecting 
to the present arrangement, in Calgary 
the direct protest to the department is 
coming from the board. The trustees of 
the southern city afe evidently convinced 
that general practice teaching is not good 
for the schools, or that it is not fair to 
the teachers, If the Edmonton board took 
the same stand the prospect of getting a 
satisfactory readjustment in both cities 
would be strengthened.

But back of all such analysis or 
application is the Inevitable logic of 
fact. Living as many of us do, a 
crowded, busy, complicated life, the 
opportunity for contracts vastly in- 
creases; and that means that chance 
in the scientific sense plays an in- 
creasing part in our fate. We simply 
cannot help {t; we are in the stream 
of traffic, are so interconnected by 
industrial, social, political, bonds, 
bound by mail, newspapers, books, 
elepnones, radio, that the multiplied 
contracts multiply the chance that 
some of these myriad interplays may 
prove significant, and a lucky turn de- 
termine our fate, It’s just as true 
of an unlucky one which by just as 
close a margin failed to happen; and 
you record one of the many ‘4f only's” 
that might have happened and sect 
your fate quite differently, 

So there's no sense in closjng our 
eyes to the large factor of chance— 
against which we can't take out in- 
surance policies—merely because we 
want to hammer jn the doctrine that 
good hard work and better brains 
leads directly to success—and that’s 
the whole story, Morality isn’t going 
to suffer by recognizing the truth; 
and the man who, like Micawber, 


| 
spends his life in waiting for some- 
thing to turn up, instead of going 
out eagerly and turning it up, 1s 
shiftless or Javy, and not a philoso- 
|pher misled by the uncertain relation 
between ability and hard work and 
success, To recognize the factor of 
luck should make the successful man 
more modest—and many of them 
need that grace sadly—and the unsuc- 
cessful less despondent. Life isn't al) 
gamble, or half gamble, but there is 
some gamble in it, which we may 
frankly recognize and then forget it 
and go to work, A good worker may 
be a good sport also, 

But even that comes too close to 
a moral, Its the natural attractive- 
ness of the life of venture that 1s 
largely responsible for the cult of 
Wek. A gentleman of fortune ts only 
an exaggerated version of the ad+ 
venturer in every man, who goes to 
seek or make his fortune and enjoys 
the touch of unoertainty that adds 
spice to living. Increase the vest of 
taking chances and the gambler ap- 
pears, As though life itself were too 
well regulated, too safe and sane and 
dull, and you must have resort to 
games of chance—dice, cards, betting 
-to bring back the risk of venture 
and the excitement of gain or loss, 
There is no people so simple and 
none #0 civilized that have not filled 
out the routine of their lives by In- 
venting games of chance, at times 
combined with shrewd skill. 

It’s the professional gambler that 
we deplore, who makes a livelihood 
out of a recreation, But the motive 
of gain is so close in many natures 
to the motive of chance, that they fail 
to get the full kick out of a game 
unless they play for stakes, Men of 
that butld make luck their active part- 
ner. The cult of luck survives be- 
cause its devotees find satisfaction in 
it,

Britton, Noted Impresario at Night, was 
Coal-Carrier in Day Time

When George Frederic Handel, the 


German com r, made his first visit 
to London he fell in with a most 
extraordinary character, 

This was Thomas Britton, the small 
coal man, 

Unique in every respect, Britton 
made his living by selling coal about 
the streets—carrying it in sacks on 
his back, for {t was of too fine a sift- 
ing to be transported in a vehicle, 

This was his life during the day. 
But at evening he went home to his 
shop near Glerkenwell Green, took off 
his filthy garments, washed and 
shaved, dressed himself in modest but 
sultable garb, and until a late hour 
at night, filled the position of Lon- 
don's greatest amateur impresario, 

Britton, was inordinately fond of 
music, his led him to’ become a 
collector of musical manuscripts and 
musical books, His next step was to 


convert @ long) . Ic‘t above his shop 
into a @oncert room, 

Here he gathered every variety of 
musical iAstrument and here, event- 
ually, came all musicians to the city, 
whether amatc r or professional, 
whether noble or humble, whether 
rich or poor, 

Over @ stretch of 40 years Britton'’s 
concert room, 60 lacking in ordinary 
embellishments as to fit only as the 
habitation of a very poor man, was 
fhe weekly resort of London musi¢ 
lovers, 

Dukes and duchesses, gentlemen 
and ladies, musicians and singers, 
mingled there on equal terms, listen- 
ing to and performing the best 
chamber music of the period, 

Britton charged nothing for his 
concerts, During these evenings he 
was a reigning monarch, whose guest

University Giving Great 


Public 


Dr. R. C. Wallace Tells Lo- 
cal Council of Labora- 
tory Activities 


“A university stands for the move- 
ment forward of knowledge, and to this 
end it must spread the knowledge of 


public health,” said Dr, R. C. Wallace, 
resident of the University of Alberta 
n outlining the various services given 
by the university for the public health 
of the province, at the meeting of the 
Local Council of Women on Thursday 
afternoon. 

Psychol hes changed regarding 
health, and today we realize that pub- 
lic health js not just a question for 
doctors, but for the people at large, At 
the universities there are always men 
working to better the health of the 
communjty, and the attitude toward 
health 18 changing so greatly that the 
day may come soon when we will 
think there is something wrong in 
being 11. 

Trains Medical Students 

The first function of the university 
in the direction of health is the train- 
ing of its medical students to ade- 
quately take their places as doctors, as 
is being done in the faculty of medl- 
cine with its recognized high stand- 
ing. The training of nurses is carried 
on in the University Hospital, where 
the same entrance standing is requir- 
ed as in university courses. The degree 
course in every makes It possible for 
nurses to specialize in their last year 
and to study methods in public health 
nursing. 

Hospitalization in itself is not a 
function of a university whose duty tt 
{s to train students, not to care for 
parents However, in so far as provid- 
ng training for medical students, « 
hospital {s part of a university. On ac- 
count of having to take a jarge num- 
ber of indigent patients to provide 
study for the students, the operating 
expenses of the University hospital be- 
came a drag, so it has been made in- 
dependent to the university, It is ad- 
ministered by an independent commis- 
sion of six men, three of whom are 
appointed 4 the government and 
three by the board of governors of the 
a ahh They are responsible to 
the legislature 6: the province. Under 
this arrange;nent the University hos- 
pital is partly a university institution 
for the training of students and partly 
& provincial one, providing clinies for 
the province at large. 

rovincial Lab, Does Fine Work 

The provincial laboratory at the 
university conducts analyses necessary 
for the interpretation of disease within 
the province, and is of great. value for 


| public health, No charge is made for 


this work of analysis, and each year 
work is put out to the value of $150,- 
000, The laboratory 1s run on a bud 
get of $25,000 a year, so the people 
of the province gain $115,000 through 
the work of this laboratory, which is 
staffed by four fully qualified men. In 
addition to the study of disease, exam- 
ination of milk, water and all patho- 
logica] material 1s carried on, 

A large number of men and women 
go through the university outdoor 
clinic yearly, many of them indigent 
patients, Many medical men give their 
time to this clinic and after the pa- 
tients are drafted to the hospitals of 
the city contact is kept with the fami- 
Hes, so @ public health investigation in 
@ small way is carried on by the unt- 
versity. 

No progress can be made in the 
treatment of disease without research. 
At the present time a vaccine is bei: 
developed at the university which, | 
is hoped, will procure immunity from 


tuberculosis.

An elderly doctor with — three} 
grown daughters stopped a mother on 
the street the other day and said in 
a kindly way: “Mother, you ought to 
have more clothes on your baby, he 


might catch cold.” Se said, without 
as much as @ glance at him, “Go 
home and take care of your own 
kids." 

Of course it was funny and he 
| laughed as hard as anyone, but this ts 
exactly the attitude with which 
| mothers receive unasked for adyice, 
even of the very best. But mothers 


do so many things which do harrass 
the poor person who wants most of 
all to help them. In small matter of 
lifting a baby one finds mother after 
mother grasping the poor Infant by 
the upper arms and deagging him up 
from the floor, or out of the buggy, 
or bed, without a thought for the 
delicate arms that can be literally 
wrenched from thelr sockets by such 
treatment, Is it any wonder babies 
scream”

But they should be used carefully so 
that baby doesn't breathe in their 
dust, or eat loose powder from the 
cans, 

In order to walk, baby has learn 
balance, He learns this by pulling 
himself to his fot, tottering about, | 
making tentative steps, leaning this | 
way and that way until he masters | 
the art, He can't learn this by «itting 
down and propelliie his fect on the 
floor, All walking contrivance e all 
right for the child who can rlready 
walk; they are a check to the walking 
abilities of the small baby.

Mayor Bury stated that false fire 
alarms had become a@ serious menace 
and the fire chief was of the opinion 
that many of these had been turned 
in, not by mischievous children, but 
by some adult with a real or fancied 
grievance against the department 
The manner in which the fire alarms 
had been rung in systematically in- 
dicuted that the person responsible 
for this despicable and vicious prac- 
tice had been thoroughly famillar with 
the alarm system, possibly some dis- 
charged employe, it was indicated 


It was also believed that youths /

Incinerators For 
Householders Not 
To Be Compulsory 


No legislation compelling the use 
of private incinerators for domestic 
use will be enacted, the city bylaws 
committee decided Thursday night. It 
was held that the scheme was lmprac- 
tical, that it would be cheaper to in- 
stall a public incinerator, and there 
was serious doubt as to Whether the 
city could enforce such a provision. 

J. C. F. Bown, K.C,, city solicitor 
sald that while a householder might 


.be required to dispose of garbage as 


an obnoxious nuisance and a menace 
to public health, there was some doubt 
as to whether the city could enforce a 
bylaw compelling the use of private 


| incinerators, as the city would have 


to prove that such legislation was in 
the best civic interests. 

A letter was read from a local com- 
many handling gas appliances quoting 
he prices of private incinerators us- 
ing gas as fuel at $132 to $160, ac- 
cording to size. <A great number of 
homes in the city use gas alone for 
fuel, Ald. Sheppard pointed out, and 
it would be regarded as an imposition 
to force these householders to make 
such a large expenditure. 


Judgment Against 
Woodford District 


Mr. Justice Walsh on Thursday in 
the supreme court gave judgment in 
favor of plaintiff in the action 
brought by Rebecca Killen against
